How Consumptives Get Well by Living 


Out of Doors. 


It IK truly an easy and enjoyable way of 


gettmi; well for any one who is a lover of 
nature for, as has been stated, the main 
principle carried out is to got in touch 
with tliat which is out of doors,—to be 
amid t bo troos, continually breathing tho 
air puiifled by natural processes, to oxer- 
ciso in d cat and sleep, with tho sky for a 
canop>. The medical man of the olden 
time vould Indeed be shocked if he could 
visit one of those places, to see so-called 
inuihois hard at uork in the forests mak- 
ing their camps, lolling about in ham- 
mocks in summer with heads uncovered, 
and lying muffled in blankets and furs in 
the sunlight in the doad of winter, with 
no shelter but tho blue sky above them. 
But thete are only uorae of the ways in 
which health is sought. 
Patients who are 


abla tn stand the exorcise amuse them- 
selves by clearing away tho 'mow from tho 
verandas in the winter,—oven the women 
handling the broom and shovel and enjoy- 
ing it 
Coasting 
on the hillsides 
is 


another strange recreation for those whom 
we call consumptives encouraged at the 
Massachusetts institutions. Physical cul- 
ture is one of the requisites for those who 
nro able to attempt it, and daily a dozen 
or a sci>re of patients are put through the 
simple movements, under the guidance of 
perhaps one of their number or a member 
of the medical staff. 
The tent lifo is a 


part of the routine of the women in sum- 
mor aH well as of the men, and it is an 
actual fact that in Massachusetts some of 
the women have erected their own camps 
for winter, decorating the walls with post- 
ers null photographs, and converting them 
into miniature clubhouses, where they 
occupy themselves in conversation, read- 
Ing ,ac'*inu and various games. 


Thope camps are unique in many re- 


spects. The buildings are composed of 
but tin eo sides, that facing the south be- 
ing left open. 
They are simply sheds, 


having a floor to prevent the dampness 
from the ground affecting the inmates. 
Some forest trees are used for posts, and

al and business men bank close and de- 
pend upon their check book for current ex- 
penses. 


Then, too, we are getting better moral- 


ly. 
The newspaper is a great school in 


which every one may learn that honesty ia 
the best policy. For being honest from 
motives of policy, we go back to drat prin- 
ciples and learn that virtue is its own re- 
ward. 
All these with abundant oppor- 


tunity to keep the nand and heart busy 
make life one grand sweet song, begetting 
better, higher ideas, even in the minds of 
the most indifferent mortals. 


Strikes In the Building Trade. 


The most chronic and veaxtious of the 


labor troubles affecting American towns 
and cities during the present season have 
been those of the building industries. 
In 


these trades, unionism seems to have gone 
wetl-nigh daft. Its exactions have become 
so tyrannical that tbe best friends of 
organized 
labor 
have" welt-nigh lost 


patience. Thug, in New York, for many 
weeks past, immense building operations 
agregating scores of millions of dollars 
have been completely tied up through the 
fact that the caipenters happened to be 
organized in two rival unions,—namely, 
the Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
and Joiners, and the United Brotherhood 
of Oarpentera and Joiners. It is putting 
it mildly to say that the behavior of these 
unions has been idiotic. 
It has been 


much worse than idiotic, because it has 
prevented thousands of wholly innocent 
men in other trades from earning their 
daily bread. Speaking in general, the de- 
mands of the building trades have been 
marked by ignorance and shortsighted- 
ness, and it is hard to escape the convic- 
tion that these unions must be extremely 
unfortunate in the quality of the leader- 
ship to which they submit. The weather 
of tbe present season has been of tbe 
finest for building operations that New 
York and vicinity have known for many 
years. The spring opened very early, and 
the weather has been marvelously fair and 
favorable. 
Yet 
carpenters, 
masons, 


plumbers, roofers and kindred craftsmen 
of many brotherhoods have been walking 
the strents all season, harming therms lives 
and everybody else.—From "The Progress 
of the World," in the American Monthly 
Review of Reviews for June.
